SPAIN IN '33 


We were in Spain in January, four years 
ago. A little experience at the Port of 
Cadiz, where the Japanese soldiers are 
supposed to be landing, might be of inter­ 
est to our readers, as showing the condi­ 
tions at that time. 
The travel bureau had arranged for au­ 
tomobiles to take the tourists up through 
Seville and central Spain. The arrange 
ments were made with automobile owners 
from Gibraltar, alx>ut 50 miles east of j 
Cadiz.
